STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Plymouth in the County 
of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs. #3, 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 

said Town on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, 

at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing and one library trustee for the term of three years. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary‘ 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for repairing highways. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to pay firemen. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to be used in decorating soldiers’ graves. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate in addition to that required by law for 
the support and maintenance of its free public library. 


7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the libra- 
ry trustees to continue for another year or more, the con- 
tract heretofore made with the trustees of the Young Ladies 
Library Association for the public use of their library, or to 
make a new contract on such terms as the library trustees 
deem advantageous to the town. 
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8. To see what additional sum of money the town will 
vote to raise or appropriate for the town history. 


9. To see if the town will vote to purchase a pair of 
horses to be owned by the town for the use of the town for 
highway purposes and instruct the highway agent to pur- 
chase the same to be paid for from the highway money. 


10. To see if the town will vote to sell the team labor 
at auction to the lowest bidder on town meeting day, said 
bidder to furnish a man with team, and come under bonds 
to furnish said team and man satisfactory to the Road 
Agent. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for school purposes, including free text 
books and supplies. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to borrow money to pay the debts of the town and 
give therefor notes of the town countersigned by the Town 
Treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HISTORY 
COMMITTEE. 


At the annual meeting March 12, 1895, it was ‘Voted 
that a history of the town of Plymouth be prepared by and 
under the direction of a committee of seven members, con- 
Sisting of the ministers of the three local churches, and four 
other members to be oppointed by the selectmen, with the 
following provisos: 

The board shall organize itself; shall make a brief re- 
port of its doings at each annual town meeting; shall- be 
authorized to expend not exceeding fifty dollars annually, 
the money to be paid by the town from moneys not other- 
wise appropriated.” 

The committee has made but little progress in its work, 
whose successful prosecution requires further action by the 
town. This will be asked for at the annual meeting March

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health report has become a matter of 
routine. The same subject matter has to be dealt with year 
after year and all have become familiar with it. Such a 
report seems to us unnecessary hence our report will be very 
brief. The community of the village and to some extent 
the outlying neighborhoods have been afflicted, or perhaps 
it is more proper to say annoyed, by the prevalence of scar- 
let fever. There has been reported to the time of going to 
press fifteen cases of the disease. The first case appeared 
or was reported in October and they have come straggling 
along at no time assuming the form of an epidemic. Al- 
though there have been two or three severe cases, it has 
been generally in mild form. 

There have appeared also three cases of typhoid fever 
all of which, we believe, were contracted outside of Ply- 
mouth. 

We have endeavored in every case of contagious and 
infectious disease to establish a strict and effectual quaran- 
tine without unnecessary or arbitrary measures following 
the rules promulgated by the State Board of Health. 

The duties of the Board have been more numerous 
than usual demanding more than the usual amount of 
time, and we only wish in conclusion to say that we have 
discharged them conscienciously and to the best of our 
ability.

During the past summer Ward’s Hill has been remacada 
mized at a cost of about $200.00, and twenty-two stone cul- 
verts have been taken up and thoroughly repaired. We 
have moved about twenty rods of stone wall from side of 
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the road near E. A. Moulton’s house to prevent the snow 
drifting in winter and have found it a success, and would 
recommend that more work of the same nature be done in 
the future. ’
